strike would become almost inevitable, and | 
the country would be faced with a com- | 
plete dislocation of the transport system. 
All ‘the discomfort. and loss of the last 
strike would repeated, and industry, 
which is just beginning to get into its 
stride once more, would be dealt another 
stunning blow. The railwaymen’s dele- 
gates must know that, ultimately, the 
prosperity of Labour can be promoted only 
by the restoration of the countrys in- 
dustrial supremacy. They must know that 
increased wages mean nothing unless the 
country’s supply of goods increases in 
proportion. Therefore, if they have their 
own men’s interests at heart, they will 
not reject an offer which represents the 
utmost concessions compatible with 
economic stability. “The country will 
follow their deliberations with anxiety. 
Not only has everybody a direct interest 
in the immediate result of their decision, 
but the possibility of a Labour Gevern- 
ment at some future date gives to-day's 
meeting an additional importance. Will 
the railwaymen think only of themselves, 
or will they consult the interests of the 
country before they give their decision? 
Enormous issues depend upon the answer 
to this question. The future of Labour in 
these islands may be trembling in the 


balance. 


Russia. 

The news that a combine® Lettish and 
Polish force is advancing against Pskoff, 
and has already captured the strategically 
important fortress town of Dvinsk, on the 
Petrograd-Warsaw railway, has a peculiar 
significance.

The effort has 
been successful in a limited sense just as 
the German thrust in the spring of 1918 
was successful, but it has sapped the 


' Manners and Motor Cars. 

Despite the vigilance of the police the 
“road hog" continues to flourish. We 
are glad to observe that the Automobile 
Association has taken definite action in the 
matter, and that it has issued a series of 
warning notices to all motorists, Now 
that they have received such influential 
support we hope that the police will re- 


| double their efforts to exact obedience to 


the law from all those who use the high. 
ways. The motor car is still re- 
garded by many as a token of wealth, 
as one of the privileges of the 
“ capitalist classes." That, of course, 
is an absurd view, but the fact 
that it is held by a very*large section of 
the community canno&® be denied. It is 
essential, therefcre, that motorists should 
pay due regard to the feelings and con- 
venience Of other users of the roads. 
During the war there was a certain degree 
of laxity in the enforcement of the 
regulations, Military drivers were immune 
from punishment by the civil authori- 
ties, and “the King’s Service,” we are 
afraid, covered a nambér of infractions of 
the ordinary decencies of the road that 
could not be defended. Civilians were 
encouraged by the conditions to indulge 
their passion for speed. The result is 
that there is much more furious and offen- 
sive driving than there was in pre-war 
days. The Automobile Association is 


‘anxious to cradicate the evil, and its 


efforts will have the whole-hearted sup- 
port of every reasonable motorist. Con- 
ei. Siún, moturists-—aid they form an over- 
whelming majority of motorists—offend 
hobody ; but people are prone to judge by 
the inconsiderate, and a few “ road hogs ”’ 
can imperil the good name of a thousand 
careful drivers. 


Dearer Tobacco. 

It has been decided that the prices of 
tobaceo, cigars, and cigarettes will be ad- 
vanced on the 2nd February. The in- 
creases will not be so great as members 
of the trade forecasted some weeks ago, 
but they will be sufficiently substantial to 
cause a feeling of resentment. The whole- 
sale price of cigars will be raised by ten 
per cent.; packets of cigarettes will cost 
a penny more; and the advance on the 
various brands of “smoking mixtures” 
will work out at about three-halfpence 
per ounce, These figures have been obtained 
from an authoritative source, and it is 
interesting to note that they are based 
on the assumption that there is a flat scale 
of charges throughout the United King- 
dom. The present prices of certain brands 
of cigarettes, for instance, are given a 
fivepence-halfpenny and ‘sevenpence per 
packet, while a popular pipe tobacco is 
quoted as costing tenpence per ounce, 
These prices may rule elsewhere, but cer- 


| tainly they do not obtain generally in 


Dublin. Here many of our tobacconists 
charge sixpence per packet of ten 
cigarettes, and the pipe tobacco referred 
to costs a shilling per ounce. In view of the 
fact that they have been paying higher 
prices than smokers elsewhere, will the 
Board sanction increases that will per- 
pe’aate this injustice to Dublin devotees 
of the “ weed." or will it take steps to 
ensure that the same prices shall obtain 
here as in Belfast, Glasgew, and Man- 
chester ? .

Whenever the final ratification | 
of the Peace Treaty seems to be drawing 
nigh we have this or similar stories from 
Amerongen. Yet it is only a few days ago 
that this old, palsied, tongue-tied man 
was helping to rebuild a barricade of sand- 
bags to prevent the water from flooding | 
Count Bentinck’s Castle 

It is quite likely that the Labour Party 
may return to the House of Commons 
after the next General Election some two 
hundred strong—a number sugested by 
themselves. “This might form the back 
bone of a good Opposition, but not if mem- 
bers were of no better calibre than those 
in the present Parliament. Many of them 
attend regularly, and a number of them 
have never yet opened their mouths in the 
House of Commons except to shout a rude 
interjection or remark. Labour has done 
its best with local candidates. It will 
now have to find better men frem outside 
the districts represented. A local Labour 
big-wig is lost on the green-benches of the 
House of Commons. 

It is certain, however, that Labour will 
make a considerable advance in the con- 
stituencies at the next Genera! Election if 
the Coalition Party does not take steps 
to better its organisation in every dire 
tion. Labour is winning seats becanse it 
utilises every yote and makes it a point 
of honour that every voter shall be got to 
the poll. What other party can say as 
much? The Unionist organisation «cer- 
tainly wants touching up in many places, 
Some months ago a friend of mine was 
asked to act as secretary to a local 
Unionist Association: Hie actepted the 
proposal, with some necessary reserva- 
tions, but has never heard a word about 
the matter since. I! have heard of similar 
incidents im other places. 

The railway delegates will be very un: 
wise if they reject the Government's offer 
at their meeting to-morrow. I[t represents 
the limit of what the trafle will bear even 
afier the new rates have come into opera- 
tion, and is certainly not justified by the 
present economic position. The guarantee 
that no man in the railway service shall 
have less than 40s. a week, even when 
prices have returned to-their pre-war level, 
errs, if anything, on the side of 
generosity ; for this compares with a pre- 
war wage in many cases of only 18s. 
That this was much too low is generally 
admitted, but it is by no means certain 
that the new rate would not be, in the 
circumstances pre-supposed, a good dal , 
too high as compared with the remunera- 
tion of other classes, 

At the moment the bargaining power of 
the union is at its zenith, for we are still 
living in the artificial atmosphere of the 
war. We have been promised a return in 
the next Budget to the normal condition 
in which the revenue of the year had to 
cover the expenditure, and, if that is te 
be achieved, there must be a great reduc: | 
tion in Government expenditure, which 
will largely affect Labour. In a few) 
months’ time the railwaymen may be in 
to eh- | 
force their demands than they are to-day. 
Their responsible leaders are, no doubt, | 
Hence their recommenda. | 
tion to the unions to accept the offer which | 
is Open. Unfortunately, there are many 
hot and swollen heads among the younger 
men, who, partly throagh jealousy of their 
seniors and partly through a mistaken
